THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 
(L. 8.) 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Windham on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, next, 
at Ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 





1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to support United 
States membership in a general system of inter-national 
cooperation, such as that proposed at the Dunbarton 
Oaks Conference, having police power to maintain the 
peace of the world. 


4. To hear the reports of the Auditors, Agents, and 
other committees heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount 
for the early payment of taxes, or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 


Selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the Tax Collector’s Deed.

8. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the observance of Memorial 
Day, and appoint a committee for same. 


9. To raise such sums of money aS may be neces- 
sary for repairs of highways and bridges for the year 
ensuing, and make appropriations for same. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to apply for Town 
Road Aid for Class 5 roads. | 


11. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for sanding class 5 roads.

14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money, to be matched by a like amount from the 
State, for fire fighting equipment. 


15. To see how much money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Police Department. 


16. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Fire Department. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for post war work, as defined 
by Chapter 160 of the Sessions Laws of 1943. 


18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a 
Sum of money to cover cost of a memorial to our late 
Town Official, John E. Cochran. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be used to purchase snow 
fence. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase a snow plow and 
wing. 

21. To see what salary the Town will vote to pay 
the Treasurer of Trust Funds. 

22. To see what salary the Town will vote to pay 
the Tax Collector.

ORGANIZATION AND ADMINISTRATION 


The schools of the town have been fortunate in the: 
teaching personnel they have been able to secure and 
retain. Through the resignation of Mrs. Beatrice Cobb 
it became necessary to secure the services of a teacher 
for the intermediate grades at the Center School. Mrs. 
Alyce Sandberg, a graduate of Lowell Teachers’ Col- 
lege was secured to fill the vacancy. Miss Ruth Napier 
has continued as music supervisor so that there has 
been but one change. To have adequately trained ex- 
perienced teachers is an asset to the town and its: 
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schools. Windham is indeed fortunate that the teach- 
ing of its children is in the hands of such a competent. 
staff. 


The transportation route in West Windham reverted 
to Thomas Waterhouse when he returned from Florida. 


The impact of our war economy was felt more 
strongly than heretofore in the past year. The most 
serious effect was in the arrival of books and seat work 
materials. The publishing houses exhausted paper 
quotas and necessarily were forced to delay shipments 
so that at the beginning of the year teachers particular- 
ly primary teachers used hectographed materials. The 
handicap of late delivery was partially overcome but it 
is hoped that the situation may be improved by the 
opening of school in 1945. Other’ school supplies were 
not affected materially although the quality of the 
paper was a little inferior to the standards of other’ 
years. 

Despite the effect of quotas on the arrival of books 
the policy of purchasing new books to replace obsolete 
texts was continued. Arithmetic, reading, and music 
books were changed and continually changes will be 
made to modernize the text book offerings for the bene- 
fit of the pupils. 

The usual program of cleaning and making repairs of 
a minor nature was continued. The school plants are 
maintained in good physical condition. by such a policy. 
Major repairs such as painting are being put over 
temporarily until conditions make such a program more 
feasible. 


The Budget. 

The overall increase in the estimated budget is 
$605.00. The greater portion of this increase is account- 
ed for in salaries and tuition for students in high school. 
These items are ones where conditions over which the 
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board has no control result in increases. The general 
increase in teachers salaries on a state wide basis has 
resulted in increased salary load in all budgets. 

_ The increase in tax levy is $1800 due to proposed in- 
creased appropriations and the fact that there will be 
no cash on hand to apply against the proposed appro- 
priation. 


Conclusion. 


The instruction of the pupils in the Windham schools 
is in the hands of competent teachers. Supplies are be- 
ing furnished in sufficient quantity so that the efficiency 
cf the teaching process is not impaired. Windham is 
indeed fortunate that a combination, of circumstances 
makes this possible. 

Not the least of these is the splendid cooperation of 
parents, pupils, teachers, and school board in making it 
possible to cope with emergencies as they arise. I 
appreciate deeply the many evidences of this coopera- 
tion for it makes possible the maintainance of the edu- 
cation of the children at a high level.
